riches. Trees are twice as large as in New 


~ York-or Ohio at the same age. “In one Year 


the cherry has grown 14 feet high, the pear 
10 feet, and the stems of peach trees 3 inches 
in diameter. One peach tree a year from the 
bud grew 8 feet high, with a trunk circum- 
ference of 834 inches. A peacl twig a foot 
Jong, stuck in the gronnd in 1858, bore fruit 
the next year. The apple tree bears in the 
second or third year from the bud, and ap- 
ples have been exhibited weighing 234 tbs. 
Distinctly a northern fruit, however, requir’ 
ing a cold climate, it has not the pungent 
flavor which New England and Oregon im- 
part. But the enogmous peaches, the straw- 
berries—whose vines produce four or five 
crops a year—and grapes, which grow with 
incredible profusion, hare a pecaliarly rich 
and generous taste that lingers lovingly on 
the palate. ae 
“Yn the orchard of Wilson Flint, near 
Sacramento, I sew hundreds of pear trees, 
seyen years from the graft, each containing 
six boxes of pears of sixty poundseach. At 
wholesale, in winter, they command from five 
to six cents per pound, by which weight 
fruits, vegetables and grain are invariably 
sold. These pears were enormous, though

far from their foll growth, and Flint assures 
me that they sometimes weigh 24g pounds 
each. I noticed a cluster of six, growing on 
one twig almost as close as they could be 
packed in a dish and nearly as large asa 
man’s fist. This was the 26th’ of August, 
and the gratt which bore them was put in 
last April. It was the most wonderful sight 
ofmy summer journey. Jonah’s gourd ceases 
to be the symbol of miraculous growth. 

“In the same orckard bundreds of fig trees i 
bent under rich purple fruit. Olives, paries 
granates, lemons and apricots grow in various 
sections. - The orchards of the State contain} 
also about 2.500 orange trees. When six or | 
eight years old they produce fruit, and con- 
tinue for half a century. At fourteen years 
they are in full bearing, yielding from 1,000| 
to 3,000 oranges per free. They blossom 
early in spring; thé fruit is ripe in the fol-{ 
lowing February, and, if left on the branches, ! 
keeps until May. A full grown tree is thirty 
feet high, with dense bushy top, nine or ten 
yards in dismeter. It requires irrigation and 
careful culture. . 

“Flint’s vineyard, only five years old, con- 
tained scores of varieties of delicious grapes, 
growing in enormous clusters, several bunch- 
es weighing fully five’ pounds each. On Gov- 
ernor Low’s table one morning was a six 
pound bunch from the Sacramento market. 
Clusters weighing eight or ten pounds excite 
but little attention, and I am assured that a 
bunch of 17 pounds was exhibited at the 
Fair. Two hundred varieties are cultivated; 
the most delicate Malaga grapes, indeed near- 
ly all vines from the Atlantic slope, Europe. 
Asia and Africa flourish in this kindiy soil: 
The fruit growers begin to make raisins and 
paar figs, and with the completion of the | 

acific Railroad they expect to supply the; 
eastern markets daily with fresh grapes. } 
The crop never faile, and is said to average to! 
the acre double the yieid of the best vineyards ! 
of Ohio, France aud Germany. The Catawba, , 
though smaller than some varieties, excels, 1; 
think, all others in flavor. The vineyards of 
the State, of which more than ohe-third are 


thousand acres. The largest is in Sonoma 
county, and contains 50,000 vines. In 1861 
the wine product was about 1,000 gallons, 
and it has largely increased since. Many; 
varieties of still and sparkling wines are pro 
duced, but in general they are raw, ‘beady, ! 
and far less pleasant here than after they | 
reach New York. The long voyage improves | 
them greatly, and age adds much to their: 
flavor. One day this will be a leading branch | 
of commerce, and the wines of California will 
excel those of all other countries. = 
Sacramento, the State capital, is at the 
head of tide-water on the Sacramento river, 
120 miles above San Francisco. Its history 
is a chapter of moving accidents by flood and 
field.

ticable. It is the old story of the failures in 

the Patent Office—the working model an- 


swering excellently well, but its promise not 
realized in the actual machine.

INDIAN TITLES. 


A correspondent, whose letter is in another 
column, refers to an article in our last relating 
to public lands. He claims to be ignorant 
the fact that the theory has been advance 
in Prescott that ranches could not be taken 
on unsurceyed lands. His ignorance does not 
argue well for his knowledge of public opin- 
ions for the theory referred to has been ad 
vanced in several quarters, while the opinion 
that the pre-emption law has no application 
to lands dere until the Indian title is extin- 
guished, has, so far as we can learn, been ex- 
pressed by but one individual. , 

It has undoubtedly hitherto been the pol- 
icy of the United States to extinguish the 
Indian titles before settlement by the whites, 
but this policy has not been strictly followed 
upon the Pacific coast, and, for various reasons 
we do not believe it is the intention to follow 
it in Arizona.

THE VOLUNTEERS ON THE VERDE. 


The volunteers have lately made several 
scouts. On the 17th and 18th Captain Wash- 
burn, with ten mounted men, reconnoitered 
the valley of the river for more than thirty 
miles north of Camp Lincoln. Late in the 
afternoon of the first day he came in sight of 
a rancheria, and ordered an attack, but his 
men were discovered and the Indians fled in 
every ‘direction. The rancheria was found 
to contain twenty-six lodges, and quantities 
of mescal, manzanita berries, buckskins, wa- 
ter jars, baskets, knives, arrows, etc., were 
captured. Night coming on, Captain Wash- 
burn thought pursuit with a small force im- 
prudent. He encamped forthe night, expect- 
ing and hoping an attack would be made u 
on him, but in this he was disappointed. - 

(On his return to camp, when about ten 
miles from there, he found two of the beeves 
taken from Sergeant Elias by the Indians, on 
the 23d of J une, and although wild : as 
deer, he succeeded in driving them to camp

and thus giving his men a supply of fresh 
beef, which they much needed. These beeves 
were taken from Sergeant Elias just at night- 
fall and the Indians were so hotly pursued 
by Lieut.

TRIP TO WALNUT. GROVE. 


Prescorr, July 18, 1866. 

Eprror or Arizona Mrxer.—On the l4th 
of July instant, a party of three of us started 
for a trip to the above locality, and these are 
our jottings down by the way and while 
there. 3 et , 
Starting from here early in the morning, 
assing by,the Sterling mill, which was in 
fall operation, we arrived at Joe. Young’s 
cabin, on theHassayampa. Continuing down 
that stream, by the Umpqua lode, (one of 
the best veins in the country,) some three 
miles, thence to Copper Creek, and down 
again into the Hassayampa, we had made be- 
Jow the tanks on that creek. A very heavy 
shower of rain here struck us, but still going 
on, we arrived at the house of Messrs. Hen; 
ry. White and Bright at two o'clock, distance 
about twenty-five miles. The trail is rather 
rough, but we. had an excellent leader, and 
made the distance in fine spirits. 

With Fred. Henry and his partners, who 
have. as gdod a.crop, and which is as well 
tended to, as any‘in the valley, we camped 
over night, and the next day rode down the 
creek. The first ranch is that of Mr. Lam- 
berson, and adjoining that of Messrs. Rich- 
ardson & Gage, who have fine prospects. Mr. 
Lamberson has a small grist mill, ranning by 
water power, grinding wheat very well. The 
Messrs. McCloud have a ranch just across the 
créek here, and also ars engaged in placer 
mining in the cañon. Crossing the low hills, 
we next came to the place of Mr. Cullamber 
and his sons, who’ have a fine farm and a 
beautifdl location to live.
